and from Kissimmee to St. Cloud, the amount for such work being placed at $250,000. It is also gener¬ 
ally understood that it is the intention of the commissioners to specify in the call that the material used in 
building these roads is to be brick. To carry a county bond issue requires only a majority vote of regis¬ 
tered voters whereas to issue city bonds requires a two-thirds vote of property holders. Now this 
arrangement is all right for Kissimmee, but we don’t see exactly where St. Cloud fits into the scheme. The idea appears to he to 
make Kissimmee the hub with St. Cloud a very short spoke in the wheel. Kissimmee will shortly have a brick road leading to it 
from the Orange County line which will cost $ 30 , 000 . This contemplated bond issue will provide for a brick road from Kissimmee to 
the Polk County line and from Kissimmee to St. Cloud, giving Kissimmee an outlet over brick roads to the north, east and south. 
Good for Kissimmee—but we pay the biggest part of the hill. Now St. Cloud is a city almost, if not in fact, equally as large in popu¬ 
lation as Kissimmee. It pays practically as much into the county treasury as Kissimmee, and it is entitled to as much returns for its 
money as Kissimmee. We are not knocking Kissimmee. We wish it had good roads leading in every direction, but we want to see 
a square deal played. We want to see all, or as much as possible, of the county developed, for the people as a whole pay the bill 
and the old saw that he who pays the fiddler has the right to dance still holds good. Here is a proposition that the Tribune puts 


up to the commissioners, a proposition that we believe will be endorsed by fully ninety per cent of the people of St. Cloud 

The commissioners to state, in their call for the election, that the sum of $150,- 
000 is to he expended in building a sand asphalt road from Kissimmee to the 
Brevard County line via St. Cloud—the tributary to the main Dixie Highway, 
which was agreed upon at the Orlando and Lakeland conventions. That th** 
sum of $125,000 is to he expended in building a brick road from Kissimmee to 
the l*olk County line—the connecting link through this county of the main line 
of the Dixie Highway,—which was also agreed upon at the Orlando and Lake¬ 
land conventions, If the call for this election is framed in these terms, there is 
no doubt but what it will carry by an overwhelming majority; but if provision 
is not made for building this tributary from Kissimmee to the Brevard County 
line, just as certain as the sun sets on election day the bonds will be defeated. 

The people of St. Cloud, as well as those all over the county, know that the 
time is not ripe for building a brick road from Kissimmee to the Brevard County

The damping uf 11111411* often wipes 
nut whole seedbeds. It i« one of tin 
*votit disease* with which the truck 
grower h#a to contend. Relief can be 
lie*: by rerun precaution# outlined by 
Dr. C. D» SbtrUkoU of the University 
of Florida I xpertment Station. Place 
ihq •ccdt.nl on new Lnd if possible. 
If new l.yitd is tsot available sterilize 
the bed, after t. has hecu prepated, 
with formalin 

Makr up a toluluui of one part 40- 
per cent formalin to 50 parts water 
Apply at the rate .»t two quart* to the 
square foot. Cover the bed * ith blan¬ 
kets, sack*, an <»!*l carpet or a tarpau¬ 
lin for a day to keep the formalde¬ 
hyde gas from escaping This will 
give It time to kill any fungi present. 
Apply the formalin sedation about two 
weeks before the seed beds are to 
he iowii.— Agricultural News Service

Spraying 
should, therefore, he frequent enough 
keep the new grow'th protected.

With the exception of the flooded 
prairie# of the southeast coj»i «>f 
Florida, one of the main tomato trou¬ 
bles is root kn*4. According to Dr 
C l>. Shcrbakoff. of thv University 
of Florida Kxpcrtment S atton, the 
only effective control which it known 
is crop rotation Some relief may he 
had hy growing lor several year* 
plants wltich arc resistant to the dis¬ 
ease. • Hut this mrtho I. a# well ms 
planting tomatoes on new land, would 
l»c of no avail if plants were trans¬ 
planted to the field front diseased seed 
lied# The seedbed is '-ne of the com¬ 
mon sources of infection. 

My all means see that the young 
plants are free from the trouble. Make 
the seed bc| on new land or on t#m! 
which is known to he uninfected If 
•.pen iand •« not available or if the 
grower is not sure, it wtnild certainly 
pay to ttcrili/c the #oll to be occu¬ 
pied hy the bed ihoruighly with car¬ 
bon bisulphide. Hunch hole# «.no foot 
deep at intervals nf 18 indie#. Pintf 
mi ounce of the bisulphide into each 
it fid close the bole immediately. 

This method is efficient in the seed 
bed but it i# too expensive for the 
field. When the ) 4 aiits arc ready to 
set in the field, examine them cl««*|y 
for the disease. Reject those which 
ahow any signs of root knot.— \gri- 
cultural News Service.
